DECLARED PROBABLE! EXPECTS TO ADJOURN

New York, July 26.—A series of 
rapid fire conferences between the 
federal mediators and 
the 
railway 
managers and the 
conductors and 
trainmen . that ended early 
today 
brought the question 
of arbitration 
between the railways 
and the em- 
ployes to the verge of a settlement 
The conference got only a few hours 
sleep and when they resumed work 
this morning it was hoped that before 
the end of the day both sides shall 
agree on what matters shall be laid 
before the board of arbitration for 
final decision. 


Some of the railroad men got out 
of bed last night to answer a call 
from the mediators and although 
it 
was nearly midnight when the meet- 
ing was over the railroad managers 
were then called in for a -conference 
that lasted well into 
the 
morning. 
The inference was. that 
these evi- 
dencees of haste showed that 
the 
mediators were trying 
to complete 
their labors before the end of the 
week. 


The principal question that 
mains it was said, is the date upon 
which the new wage scale demanded 
by the conductors and trainmen shal 
become effective 
provided 
the 
in 
crease is 
granted. 
The 
employes 
wish the new scale to 
take effect 
from May 1, last. 
The railroads believe it should not 
become effective 
until January 
1, 
1914. 


The eastern railroads today with' 
drew their demand that their griev- 
ances against the employees should 
be considered by the 
federal board 
appointed to arbitrate the demand for 
better wanes and working conditions 
made by the conductor and trainmen 
This concession apparently remov- 
ed the only remaining obstacle to ar- 
bitration and averted a strike. With 
;his issue disposed of 
the 
railroad 
managers and the labor leaders ex- 
pected to reach a speedy agreement 
upon the text of the questions to be 
aid' before the board of arbitration. 


Sign Agreement. 
Washington, July 26.—Representa- 
:ives of both sides met 
and signed 
the articles of arbitration this after- 
noon. Under the Newlands act the 
questions at issue will be decided by 
six arbitrators, each side to choose 
wo and the four arbitrators to select 
he remaining two members. If the 
original four cannot agree upon the 
wo "neutral" members they ^vtll be 
;hosen by the

loard of mediation and conciliation.

other person to perform the duty im-

In addition to the powers and 
duties of other deputy fire marshals, 
the chief of the fire department is re- 
quired, by himself or by officers or 
members 
of 
his 
fire 
department 
designated by him for that purpose, 
to inspect all buildings, premises, and 
public thoroughfares, 
except-the in- 
teriors of private dwellings, for the 
purpose of ascertaining and causin_ 
to. be corrected any conditions liable 
to cause fire, or any violations of any 
law or ordinance relating to the fire 
hazard or to the prevention of fires. 
(c) 
Such inspection shall be made 
at least once in six months -in all ot 
the territory served by such fire cle 
partment, and not less than once in 
three months 
in such 
territory 
the common council shall have desig- 
nated or shall thereafter designate as 
within the fire limits or as a congest 
ed district subject to fire, and ollten- 
er as the chief of the fire department 
may order. Each six months' period 
shall 
begin 
on the first days

January and July,

January, April, July and October, ot 
each year.

The chiefs of fire departments 
in every city of the first, second and

WSritten reports of inspection 
shall be made and kept on file in the

Such inspection shall be sub- 
ject to the supervision and direction 
of the state fire marshal, who shall 
upon examination by his department 
certify to the commissioner of insur- 
ance after the expiration of each cal- 
endar year each such city, village or 
town .where-the inspections for such 
year have been made, and records 
thereof have been made and kept on 
file as required by law.

A copy of any report showing 
a change in the hazard from the sur- 
vey, or any violation of law or ordin- 
ance relating to the fire hazard upon 
any risk shall be given by the state 
fire marshal to any inspection bureau 
making written request of him there- 
for.5.

Smith's affairs are in the hands of 
a board of trustees, including some of 
the most influential business men in 
California, who had undertaken 
to 
straighten out the tangle 
of obliga- 
tions in which he had inolved him- 
self, without forcing him into 
the 
hands of a receiver. 
In a statement issued last night the 
trustees'indicated their purpose to at1 
tempt to show Smith solvent and con- 
tinue the presents- argument, which 
they said had proved satisfactory to 
all the heavy creditors.

A Modified Dutch Colonial—By John Henry Newson

In this .design the porch has been extended out to erne side with' an open pergola on th 


sion portion. '.The general effect of the Dutch coloniat'is, however, preserved. The chimney is'ex- 
posed on one side of the house, and viewed from that side the house presents the appearance of 
being exceedingly wide because of the extension porcih. 


The first floor is of the center hall type and provides for a large living room on *one side 


with an open fireplace. The dining room, pantryand kitchen are on the other side of the hall. The 
drawings call for hardwood floors and finish throughout on this floor, while the kitchen, ice room 
and pantry are finished in Georgia pine'. The stairs going up from the main hall are finished the 
same as tire hall, in hardwood, either oak or birch, while the grade landing stairs off of the kitch- 
en are in pine, the same as the kitchen finish. The stairs going to the basement are open plank 
stairs. The second floor having four large bedrooms, each with a closet.under the roof, can be 
finished to' suit the desire of the purchaser, but hardwood floors are provided on the drawings, 
as well as in the bathroom, which is over the vestibule. 


The side walls of the house are covered with wide lap siding in preference to any other ma- 


terial!,'and the roof is covered with black slate. 


The design (32x28 feet) should be built for about $4000 in most localities.

developed serioiis 
digestive disturb- 
ances, due • to bad 
food improperly 


cooked. 
All this could be avoided it 
mothers and sisters were wilUng to 
spend a little time 
in giving some 
simple cooking- lessons—making out 
a few healthful menus for the camp 
and in assisUng the boy to pure-base 
pure foods. 


Wwiciht Is Problem. 
As it is always necessary to make 
the pack as light as possible, the 
problem resolves 
itself in'o 
what 


foods can be used that contain little 
water, for it. is much easier to pet. 
water nt camp than to carry it mile 


after 
mile. 
Canned 
soup, for 
in- 


stance, consists of more than three- 
fourths water, while the 
dehyrated 
or powdered .soups contain less than 
one-fifth. 
It is obviously easier, as 
regards both 
bulk and 
weight,, to 


carry the powdered soup and add the 
water to it at camp. 
Fresh milk consists 
of more than 


three-fourths water; evaporated con- 
tains 
more 
than 
half. 
while 
in 


powdered milk the proportion is less 
than one-fifth. 
In addition 
to this 
advantage it never sours unless mix- 
ed- with water. 
Therefore, powdered 


milk is for the camper, unless he is 
lucky enough to be situated where he 
can obtain 
milk twice a. day, fresh 


from the cow. 
In case camp is set 
near 
a cold spring-, 
fresh milk may 
be submerged in the water and kept 
.sweet for some time. 


Canned 
fruits 
consist 
of 
about 


three-fourths water and are-unwieldly, 
evaporated fruits contain a little less 
than a third 
while the 
dehydrated 


fruits contain a very small amount. 
Evaporated fruits a.re satisfactory it 
they are pure, 
but they should 
be 
struck from the list unless it is pos- 
sible to obtain the sun-dried varieties, 
as all others are bleached with sul- 
phurous acid. 
Take-Dried -Beans.- 


Canned baked beans of a standard 
variety are 
good camp 
foods, 
but 


they ate heavy, and when lightness 
must be considered. 
dried peas or 


lima beans will be easier to carry. It 
is a simple matter to make them de- 
licious if they are properly soaked, 
boiled and seasoned, 
then coked in 
the proverbial hole in the ground. 


Meats are also a problem. 
Bacon, 
ham and a little salt pork are staples 
that will eke out ina.ny a meal; dried 
beef can also be used, although! it is 
a thirst-maker, while a can or two 
of corned beet' may be supplied for

CURRY DISHES. 


Curry is a combination of condi- 


ments and seeds, which is highly 
thought of in the Orient, and which 
is used in many dishes in America, 
with a growing liking, 


Curry of Mutton. — Fry one large 


onion, cut fine, in two tablespoonfuls 
of. butter. 
Mix one tablespoonful of 


curry powder, one teaspont'ul of salt, 
one tablespoonful of. flour, and stir it 
into the butter and onion. Add gradu- 
ally one pint of hot water or stock. 
Cut two pounds of lean mutto'n into 
small bits and brown them in the fat, 
then add the sauce and simmer until 
tender. Place the meat on a hot dish 
and arrange, a border of rice around 
the meat: 


India Curry. — Wipe a slice of veal 


a half inch thick, weighing one and a 
half pounds, brown in a hot frying 
pan, quickly searing both sides. Place 
on a board and cut in one-inch pieces. 
Fry two sliced onions, in a half cup of 
hutter until brown, remove the onions 
and add the meat and a half table- 
spoonful of curry, then cover with 
boiling water.. Cook slowly until the 
meat Is tender. 
Thicken with flour 


.mixed with water to pour; add a ta- 
'blespoonful of vinegar, and serve with 
Tice. 


Curried Eggs. — Remove the shells 


from six hard cooked eggs and cut in 
halves or slices. Fry a tablespoonful 
of chopped onion in a tablespoonful 
of butter, add a tablespoonful of corn- 
starch, or two of flour mixed with 
half a tablespoonful of curry powder. 
Pour on slowly one and a half cups 
of stock, milk or cream, add salt and 
pepper to taste. 
Simmer until the 


onions are soft, add the eggs, and 
when warmed through serve, poured 
over toast or in a shallow dish. Any 
cold: flaked fish may be served in place 
of the eggs.

This part . of the 
program should be imitated in every 
patriotic pulpit in the state, for the 
Perry centennial celebration is not 
only "a memorial of the momentuous 
victory over the British by Perry's 
little fleet, at Put-Iii-Bay, but it is the 
first reminder that the close of the 
War of 1S12, which marks 100 years 
of peace beweeu the 
"United States 
and Great Britian, is also at hand. It 
was 
Perry's 
victory that gave 
the 
Great Lakes to the United as a north- 
ern boundary and included Lake Mich- 
igan wiihin our domestic borders. H 
is also worthy of remembrance that 
one of the last spots on the soil of the 
United States, 
to witness 
the iinal 
lowering 
of 
the British 
flag, was 
Prairie du Chien. 


Significant o Wisconsin.
